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“No Ifs, Ands or Butts” Programme... 
A Successful Strategy 


n important part of the 
school’s effort to 
reduce student smok- 
ing has been the intro- 
duction of the new “No Ifs, Ands 
or Butts” programme presented 
by the Lung Association. Ridley 
was the first school in the Niagara 
Peninsula to make use of the 
programme, designed specifically 
for high school students. Two 
groups took the programme 
concurrently, and the students who 
followed it say it has been helpful 
and effective. Another session 

will be offered toward the end of 
January. Although we are in 
mid-year, it is fair to say that the 
various Strategies used to reduce 
student smoking - strategies which 
have included frank discussions 
with coaches, teachers and house- 





masters, a stricter rule, and the of- 
fer of a quitting programme - have 
resulted in a significant reduction 
of smoking at the school. One of 
the biggest benefits has been the 
cutting-down of smoking in grades 
9 and 10. Despite the fact that 
some students will continue to 
smoke, we are very encouraged by 
the early signs.

Ridleian Honoured by the 
Order of Canada 


ohn E Brook ’36 was 

recently made a 

Member of the Order 

of Canada by the 
Governor General. These awards 
are made annually to dis- 
tinguished Canadians for out- 
standing achievement and 
service to Canada. The honour 
was bestowed upon John for his 
work in Canada’s visual and 
performing arts.
